Exhibition at the Palette and Chisel Club

IT IS seldom that an exhibition at the 
Palette and Chisel Club has attracted so 
much comment from the press or been 
so well attended as was that of three hun- 
dred and sixty-two book plates from the 
collection of Mr. and Mrs. Leroy T. Goble, 
which was to be seen at the club room dur- 
ing the early part of October. This inter- 
est was due to the fact that the show 
brought out both artists and bookworms, 
while the character of many of the plates 
was striking enough to invite the newspa- 
pers with promise of a good story. One 
would hardly be risking a reputation as* a 
prophet in asserting that this exhibition will 
have a tendency to popularize the "Ex 
Libris," for it certainly opened up a new 
field of thought to many a layman. 



A fascination difficult to define hung 
over these little pictures mounted on large 
cards about the wall of the Palette and 
Chisel Club. Their very minuteness, their 
intimate suggestion of association with the 
lives and tastes of others, their exquisite 
art and freedom of fancy, the charm of 
their designs all blent with 
"The love of reading in sequestered nooks 

And all the sweet serenity of books," 
were allurements difficult to resist. 

Bookplates have an old and aristocratic 
lineage, noble and ecclesiastical traditions 
as well as a future full of promise. They 
date back to the days when monasteries 
were the repositories of all learning and 
illuminating manuscripts was one of the 
chief occupations of the monks.

crests and coats of arms were used almost 
exclusively to mark the cherished volumes 
of such noble lords as were sufficiently eru- 
dite to possess libraries, (iermany claims 
to have been the original home of the book 
plate and the oldest known engraved exam- 
ple comes from the Carthusian monastery, 
Burheim in Bavaria. It is said to have been 
engraved in Clm, or Biberach about 1470. 
This was a year before the birth of Al- 
brecht Durer, who was the first of the really 
great artists to turn his attention to book 
plates. 

France, however, contributed the artistic- 
idea to the book plate for it was in this 
realm of love for the beautiful that the pic- 
torial treatment of these personal mark- 
ings was first introduced. Sir Nicholas 
Bacon was the owner of the first English 
book plate, which is dated 1574, the year 
that the first French book plate was made. 
Todav is, however, the real era of the book

label and the remarkable collection of the 
Gobies comprising some five thousand 
choice examples, is composed almost en- 
tirely of comparatively modern plates, most 
of them being the work of cotemporaries. 
Of these perhaps none are more exqui- 
site or interesting than those bearing the 
signature of the Marquis von Bayros, an 
Austrian nobleman who has won both fame 
and notoriety through his work. The for- 
mer rests securely upon his ability to depict 
exquisite loveliness with unparalleled grace 
and delicacy. He studied in Germany un- 
der Henry Knirr and through chance or 
choice took up the period of Louis XV 
which seemed best fitted to express his 
ideas and sentiments toward life.

ing von Bayros, Walter Deneke says, ''This 
man does not draw 'iin Stil des Rokoko' nor 
'a la Rokoko' but he draws Rococo, he is 
Rococo." There is about von Bayros a 
little suggestion of Beardsley though the 
former runs more to elaborate detail care- 
fully treated and has not the latter's 
strength of sharp contrasts of black and 
white. 

Despite the grace and beauty of his work 
von Bavros is said to have been unwelcome 



in Germany on account of his erotic draw- 
ings. These indeed are difficult to under- 
stand from the point of view of an Amer- 
ican mind. For while lovely and delicate 
in every detail they deal with degenerate 
themes, in many instances, things unques- 
tionably revolting to fine sensibilities. In 
his own defense the Marquis has written 
an essay entitled "My Morality," wherein 
he says "I have sought only the beautiful 
up to the moment of rapture and I have 
tried to beautify the actions most discred- 
ited. I can say, and I will affirm it at the 
last day of judgment that I have always 
served only the beautiful, that divine beauty 
which I adore in the least subject of crea- 
tion. " Despite his protests, however, one 
cannot but feel that the noble Austrian has 
overlooked the "beauty of holiness" if not 
even of wholesomeness in many of his 
works. 

His book plates are in demand to mark 
volumes of erotic lore, those things which 
the connoisseur of rare editions and bind- 
ings keeps under lock and key and exhibits 
only to cronies, such things as Eugene Field 
describes in his verse 

"Upon the library shelf 

There stood a rare old book indeed 
Which father liked to read himself i 

But didn't like us boys to read." 

T h e illustration herewith, however, i s 
from the most beautiful and least question- 
able examples of the drawings of von Bay- 
ros. One of them, designed for the Gobies, 
represents the literary and musical tastes 
of these collectors. 
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
